Mtliough the alchemists of old did 
not nohievo their purpose, and wore 
In the greater part, failures, they 
left 'something to the world that 
Greece, with' all . hçr:>oulture and civ- 
ilization did ndtr-llio modern meth- 
od of scientific experiment. Dr. W. 
H. Barnes of.McGIU. gave tho al- 
chemists full credit, for this In a lec- 
ture on alchemy, at tho Mechanics' 
Institute last night. 

'It is generally agreed," aald Dr. 
Barnes, ""that alchemy began in 
China.'' The followers of Taoism In 
China sought two things, tho elixir, 
of life,' which, ' they "^' hoped, would 
give them Immortality, and tho phil- 
osopher's stone, with which all base 
metali could be turned or tronsn^ilt- 
ed to the valuable gold. . The first 
written records of alchOQiy in Chin- 
ese date back- toi the,-" second - cen- 
tury, B.C., and furnish some Inter- 
esting light on. the subject. 

Quack's and Sincere Men. 
The alchenilBti .-were of three 
kinds, . those .- Who were sincere and 
scientifically-inclined,. those \\.ho 
were eager to gain favour.^at court, 
and those who - merely sought per- 
sonal, gain. 

As tra/do. expanded and Iravellei-s 
began to. journey to Persia, . they 
topic, with -them the alchcmlstic be- 
liefs of tho Chinese . scientists. By 
the second century. A.D. tiiere was 
quite a follpwing In Antlooh, Byzan- 
tium- and Alexandria which promis

MACHINEliY REQUIRED 

Glen Graig Reads Paper At 
Meeting Of Sociological 
Society 

•'There is little hope of real pro- 
gress In land settlement in the pre- 
sent sl^atlon," said Gilcn Craig In the 
first ot the papers read' last night, at 
the meeting of the Sociological Society. 
.Tho subject of last night's discussion 
was "A Social and Economie Survey 
of 'the Peace River Area;" . • 

Ot this district little was known 
until 20 years ago. It was a vaguo 
land of timber; it Is still a land of 
timber, but some hope for agriculture 
ties In more scientific machinery, or 
an expansion of the territory under 
cultivation. ' ' 

' Pioneers Still' Nactsaary 
Pioneers have not disappeared from 
the scheme of things. Movement never 
stops, whether urba^ilzatlon or pioneer 
Ing. There are, eight fronteerd In tho

You all know that rollicking tunb 
Country Gardens" — it Is typical of 
'its composer. Percy Aldrldge Grain- 
ger gavé that half-hall of Montreal - 
ers a musical tr«at that, character- 
istic of the present season, was 
even better than the lèist one of its 
kind a -week or t-wo ago. Bach, 
Brahms. Chopin, all were enthusias- 
tically received, but when Grainger 
placed: Grainger, especially as an 
encore, the listeners refused to leave. 

The concert was more than music: 
It Included that practically un- 
known verbal interpretation by the 
artist himself, and contrary to what 
might bs expected, was not ,the 
leaSt jarring.' One felt that It was 
neoiBssary for this lall, almost plotur- 
esque man to say something. His 
words said that like the composer 
ani ndV l''* mera performer, he 
loq^^UiiM^tone rather thkn for an 
opnorranll^t' to display' briillant 
technique. He did both. 

Obviously Bach Is a favourite with 
Orlijnger, 'oM^JJg^'^itt^i' seems to 
havis studiedi^hw?^ork^ do'ej)ly. to 
have attempted to discover the or- 
igifiM tonal intentions of the classl- 
clstt and to have made the piano 
subdue Its own peoullarltles bofoi-e 
that of the particular piece of mus- 
ic. This Is what Grainger did làet 
inlght to Bach's Toccata and Fugue 
In D minor. I have never heard 
the piano sound so much like an 
organ; he drew forth volume that is 
exacted only from the- bass pipes 
of the' greater Insl^umcnt, but also 
controlled the higher and softer 
notes to a degree Indicative of the 
finest technique. The Partita No. 1 
in B flat by the same Éomposer was 
not quite as interesting ,aa, mi^slO, 
but gavé the pianist an excellent 
opi)prtunlty to further Illustrate 'his 
powers. , 

As 'his , first encore, Grainger of» 
feir^d his own arrangement of a 
popular number by a contemjporary 
ot Bach, "Hunter In his Career."
